Hotf It Feels to be Hanged. 
Theodore Baker, who was hanged at 
Springer, N. M., for the murder of 
Frank Unruh in Colfax County , wished 
to be remembered as the one American 
who w’as hanged twice for a single 
crime. 
In conv ersation with a corre­ 
spondent a short time after he had re­ 
ceiv ed word from Gov , Ross that there 
w’as no hope for him, Raker said: 
“ It is not the pain that I fear at nil. 
I hav e been hanged, and I know what 
I am talking about. 
What ails mo is 
that I don’t want to die, and I don’t 
think I ought to. 
Probably if y ou knew 
that in an instant y ou were to be blown 
to nothingness, so that y ou could ex ­ 
perience no suffering whatev er, y ou 
would appreciate how I feel about it. 
As for the mode of death, y ou can say 
that it is as good as any other, and it 
don’t need to be too artistically done, 
either. 
Why , when they hanged mo 
first down here by the railroad track I 
w’as scared half to death. 
They had no 
modern appliances, and I made up my 
mind that they were going to giv e me a 
terrible struggle of it, but it was noth­ 
ing of the sort. 
The mob swung me off’ 
from a telegraph-pole like they would 
a log, and then one or two of them 
pulled my legs. 
That isn’t so almighty 
nice, but still it don’t hurt as y ou might 
think it would. 
I must hav e liting 
there ten or fifteen minutes before the 
Sheriff and his posse found me and cut 
me down. 
Of course by that time I was 
unconscious, but I remembered enough 
of what occurred to banish any fear 
that I might hav e of death on the gal­ 
lows. 
It’s death in whatev er form ifc 
comes that I object to. 
If I hav e got 
to go I had just as soon go by the rope 
as by the bullet, and I lmd a good deal 
rather go by the rope than by the knife 
or by poison. 
You can say this much 
for the informathion and comfort of all 
the poor fellows who w’ill hav e to swing 
when I am gone. 
Tell them to brace 
up and take it easy . 
They are going to 
die easier deaths than three-fourths of 
the fat old judges who sentence them 
and who ex pect to die in their beds. 
There has been altogether too much 
writing and talking on the subject of 
the barbarity of the gallows. 
I’m in 
fav or of abolishing capital punishment 
my self, but if a man must die, w’l^iat s 
the use of being too particular about 
the mode so long as y ou hav e got a good 
enough scheme now?” 
Baker had sev eral warm friends here 
who labored earnestly in his behalf and 
avIio regard his punishment as unjustly 
sev ere. 
He went to the rope unflinch­ 
ingly and just before the trap was 
sprung, when the attendant shifted the 
knot a little, lie heard Baker say : 
“ That’s right; I hav e been in the 
habit of hav ing it a little higher up.”

B maparte as a Statesman* 
The battle of Austerlitz was fought 
on December 2, 18 05. 
Early in 18 06 
peace was made by the treaty of Pres- 
burg; and Napoleon returned to Paris, 
to occupy himself in consolidating liis 
influence in Germany by founding the 
Confederation of the Rhine, 
It was at 
this time, in the y ear 18 00, when he 
was in the zenith, or about tho zenith, 
of his fortunes, that tho portrait by 
Longhi was taken. 
The face is cer­ 
tainly ex tremely handsome; there is 
great refinement in the features, and 
ev ery indication of intellectual power. 
The remarkable thing about it is, that 
it does not in the least suggest a 
warrior; it is hard to imagine that it is 
a portrait of Napoleon, drawn in the 
bri T period which interv ened between 
Austerlitz and J ena. 
It is, howev er, a 
great mistake to regard Napoleon as 
only , or ev en chiefly , a soldier; great 
as lie certainly was in the field, he was 
equally great" in the cabinet. 
No man 
oi liis day took hold of the work of 
gov ernment with any thing approaching 
the energy or capacity display ed by 
him; no man of any day has ev er sur­ 
passed him. 
Roads, canals, colleges, 
schools, civ il as well as military , all 
receiv ed his attention; reforms of ad­ 
ministration and of tax ation, all the 
manifold tasks of gov ernment, were 
approached in an enlightened spirit, 
with the clear good-senso of a man of 
affairs, and with an entire absence of 
the prejudices so characteristic of this 
period. 
Abov e all, his code, at which 
lie employ ed the best lawy ers ot the 
day , and which lie pushed through to 
completion in the comparativ ely brief 
period of four y ears from its inception, 
feeling, as he did, a thorough conv ic­ 
tion of its prime necessity , in casting 
inio the h rm of law the great practical 
reforms which had been brought in by 
the Rev olution—this work stanps him 
as being, bey ond question, the most 
Bound and practical statesman of his 
time, so far as the internal management 
of his country was concerned. 
In all tliii, howev er, there was no 
I philanthropy , 
strictly 
so 
called. 
* Napoleon was only ft ruler, possessed 
| of great power, hav ing a comprehen-

priv ilege of seeing. 
Corning, N, 1.» is 
getting bold adv ertisements the world 
ov er from this industry . 
Lntil the 
manufacture of cut glass was begun 
there sev eral y ears ago 
by 
J ames 
Hoare, it was thought to be as much a 
secret of foreign art as the making of 
hair springs for 
watches. 
Thomas 
Webb, of London, was the master of 
cry stal cutting, and on the tables of 
half the monarclis of the ohi world Ins 
wares hav e an honorable piaco.^ Now a* 
day s connoisseurs in these things con­ 
cede that as fine cutting is clone at 
Corning as abroad. 
The imitation of 
glass in this form has ceased almost en­ 
tirely . 
Corning happened to hav e A 
glass works where a prime article m 
transparency w as made. 
“ That's what 
took me so far out of the world, ’ said 
Mr. Hoare, as lie stood in the midst of 
his treasures, clad in a frowsy working 
blouse, with his sleev es rolled up. 
It 
is the greatest pride of the celebrated 
cutter that no man in liis establishment 
can do so good a job as lie can him­ 
self. 
All liis riches will not take him 
out of the realm of buzzing wheels 
where the glass is going through the 
cutting process. 
There are sev en of 
these, all of which require skilled labor 
of a high order, and at none of which 
can hurry be indulged. 
The prismatic 
intricacies of the ware are completed on 
a v ariety of wheels, supplied with sea- 
sand and dripping water. 
The most 
delicate colors are produced by tho 
employ ment of w heels of v arious sizes. 
While I stood by , an artisan was cut­ 
ting in relief the crest of the Prince of 
Wales on a set of goblets ordered by a 
wealthy Anglomaniac. 
The three wav y 
plumes in this heraldic 
sign were 
brought out with all the effectiv eness 
of a cameo under the dainty touch of 
the workmen. 
Mr. Hoare told me that 
the lead glass used for cutting costs 
him 6 0 cents a pound. 
There is a loss 
of ov er 50 per cent, in weight in pro­ 
ducing tlio finished pieco from the un­ 
cut v essel. 
The manufacture of this 
glass is in itself v ery interesting. 
Tho 
establishment is entirely distinct. 
All 
the bulbs used in the millions of elec­ 
tric 
lamps of the Edison 
plants 
throughout the world are made at these 
works, 
A small army of men w*ere 
filling orders of this kind the day I 
walked through. At the Corning works 
the crucibles in which the glass is 
melted are now being made. For y ears 
it was thought necessary to import 
them, and as it is, their manufacture is 
a trade of itself. 
Talk about the mud- 
pies of our childhood, here is where 
y ou seethe identical pranks of the gut­ 
ter applied to a v aluable industry . The 
wet clay is kneaded and mix ed in 
troughs by men in bare feet, who giv e 
it the required consistency by repeti­ 
tions of the process carried on for 
W’hole day s. 
Then the clay is rolled 
into strips about the diameter of a bo­ 
logna sausage and in the hands of mod­ 
elers built little by little in the desired 
form. 
Each crucible represents a la­ 
bor worth ov er £ 100. 
They are left to 
dry in a store-room for eighteen months 
before put to the fearful test in the 
f u r n a c e s .________________ 


R iding on Turtles. 
At Smith field, N. C., monster green 
turtles, weighing as much as fifteen 
hundred pounds each, frequent the 
beach all the wav down to Fort Cas- 
wetl, four miles below the town. 
Peo­ 
ple eat their eggs, but do not eat the 
turtles. 
Reach parties of y oung folks 
go down there, gathering beautiiul 
shells, 
hav e 
dances 
on 
the 
hard sand in the moonlight, 
roast 
ov sters, and hav e fun with the turtles. 
’SVlien a female turtle wishes to lay her 
eggs she crawls up the sandy beach to 
a place that suits her fancy , digs with 
her flippers a big hole in the sand, and 
then lay s in the hole two hundred or 
three hundred eggs. 
The eggs are not 
dumped in a pile, but laid out smoothly 
and neatly in rows. 
When she com­ 
mences lay ing it makes no odds to her 
how large a beach party stands around 
superintending the process. 
She at­ 
tends strictly to business, and ev en if 
the eggs are taken from the hole us fast 
as she lay s them, it does not at all dis­ 
courage or frighten her. 
When she 
gets through she scrapes the sand back 
into the hole, whether the eggs are 
there or not, and starts back to the 
water. 
That is the time for the beach 
parry to hav e fun w’itli her. 
As many 
of them as can mount her big dome-like 
back do so, and she carries them down 
to the water’s edge, where they jump 
off and she goes on. 
She does not 
seem to mind their weight or show* any 
disposition to resent their good-natured 
familiarity . 
Sometimes they turn her 
ov er on her back, but after she has 
helplessly pawed the air for a little 
while they right her again and she 
waddles off.—Xew Yo rk Times.

Oscar J . Harv ey, of Penn­ 
sylv ania, appointed in 1885 as chief of t he 
ho rse claims div ision of the third auditor’s 
office is accused of putting through forty- 
three fraudulent claims, aggregating about 
$9 ,000, 
It is said that in examining Ins 
apartmen ts ev idence was found that he had 
210 additional claims in preparation. Harv ey 
was recently transferred from the third audi­ 
tor’s office to the second comptroller's office,and 
his successor made discov eries which led to 
the prosecution about to Ikj instiUitcsL 
Tlie discov ery of the crookedness was made 
by Austin H. Brown, of Indianapolis, who 
succeeded Harv ey in the auditor’s office, and 
when the ev idence was sufficiently dev eloped 
tho secret serv ice people were put on the 
track, and Harv ey, who was on a v isit to 
Wilkcsburro, Fa., was si ire lowed, and, upon 
his arriv al her© Friday morning, was ar­ 
rest* d. 
Ho asked to see the secretary, and 
Mr. Fairchild consented to see him. 
Dis-rico 
Attorney Worthington was sent for,an I Har­ 
v ey saw the .secretary in his presence, 
lb* 
was v ery much depressed in spiiits, and 
aoemod to he v ery penitent. 
Wlien he was 
informed of the ev idence against him ho 
broke down completely and made a full con­ 
fession of his guilt. 
He admitted not only 
that the lepers on which tho claims were 
based were fraudulent and the stgnatuios 
forged, but that the stamp» of the quarter­ 
master general’s and second auditor’* oifice 
were counterfeit, and had Ijeen procured and 
used by him. 
He further stated that he had no accom­ 
plice in any of the transactions and that the 
whole scheme had been concocted by himself. 
Ho had been driv en to it, ho said, by pecuni- 
ary necessities, brought upon him by a man 
with whom he had been in partnership, and 
who ov er since ho had receiv ed his appoint­ 
ment in the treasury had goadod him on to 
make tho most of his opportunities. 
This 
man, he said, pretended to hav e a criminal 
hold on him, but he did not really hav e any. 
It was this, he said, that had led him into the 
trouble and brought him face to face with 
tho penitentiary. 
“ My partner,” concluded 
the prisoner, told me 1 bad a good office, and 
that I could raise the money ho wanted.

The city o f Findlay is a spec­ 
ulato r to the extent that it has leased 
gro und and sunk tw o ’w’o lls, the o nly 
rental paid being to give the lesso r, 
reo , all the gas ho requires fo r do mes- 
ic purpo ses. 
The mains o f the o ld 
and no w extinct artificial gas co mpany 
arc used fo r co nveying the natural gas 
hro ugh the to wn, and, as the gas ilo ws 
o f itself, all the expense o f the wo rks 
is the pay o f a man to regulate the 
iressure. 
The price required fro m cit­ 
izens fo r gas is no t exo rbitant. 
It may 
no t exceed 5 cents a mo nth fo r a 
burner no r 15 o ents a mo nth fo r a 
sto ve. 
Of co urse there are no meters, 
aud tho se who cho o se may keep the 
gas burning all day and all night. 
Abo ut $10 a year will keep a big ho use 
lighted fro m cellar to garret, and sup­ 
ply all its sto ves with fuel.

nary sto ve is co nverted into a 
gas 
burner by simply 
running a pii>e 
tliro ugh it perfo rated where it passes 
thro ugh the fire chamber.

How C ontortionist« A cqnlro Uao Agility 
with W hich They Snrprlso Au dience« . 
“There is little to tell you » bou t con* 
tortiomsts,” said an ex-member of that 
profession who was ask ed to fu rnish 
o chapter of his experience as a per­ 
former. 
A good contortionist is paid 
abou t $25 a week ; it tak es him the 
greater part of his life to acqu ire his 
sk ill, then when he has all the points 
in the bu siness down fine, 
a few years 
years slip by and he is u nable to work . 
He becomes stiffened u p, his joints 
won’t work freely, and the performer 
is retired becau se he’s worn ou t.” 
“Is the work of 
a contortionist so 
exhau sting?" 
“On, no. The work is easy enou gh, 
bu t it’s the long preliminary training 
that k ills. You see, no one tak es u p 
the bu siness of a performer as a con­ 
tortionist. 
First he Btarts in as a 
tu mbler in the ring. 
The you nger he 
is the better, for when the mu scles are 
tender training is easy. 
Now, nine- 
tenths of all the contortionists in the 
cou ntry to-day commenced as mere 
lads. 
They tak e part in ‘brother acts’ 
—the big fellow, you k now, gets a 
man smaller than himself, holds him 
fin the air from the top of the big fel- 
» low’s shou lders. 
Then, in connection 
with that k ind of training the boy is 
^tau ght to throw hand-snrings, somer­ 
sau lts, and pretty soon he becomes a 
¡good tu mbler. 
“After awhile he gets too heavy to 
be held u p on the shou lders of another, 


Mistresses and Serv ants. 
The perennial discu ssion of the qu es­ 
tion how women dependent u pon their 
own exertions can best gain a liveli­ 
hood, says a writer in the Philadelphia 
Press, is being argu ed with more ani­ 
mation than u su al ju st u ow. Essays 
are. being written on the su bject, u n­ 
nu mbered sermons preached, and inter­ 
views had with philanthropists, and 
those interested in bettering the condi­ 
tion of women. There are two points, 
however, u pon which all who discu ss 
the qu estion seem to agree. One of 
these is the fact that the many avenu es 
of employment opened to women in 
reoent years have not solved the prob­ 
lem. 
Telegraphy, type-writing, and 
clerk ing have been added to sewing 
and factory and domestic service, and 
yet there is a great army still u nem­ 
ployed. All the lighter and more at­ 
tractive employments are overcrowded, 
and this fact acts as a constantly de­ 
pressing weight u pon the wages paid 
to women, and gives opportu nity for 
those exactions and extortions which 
the pu blic are so often called u pon to 
condemn and commiserate. 
The other point of agreement is that 
a larger diverson of women into domes­ 
tic service wou ld go far toward solving 
the difficu lty. Nineteen men or women 
ou t of twenty, when ask ed what u nem­ 
ployed women are to do for a living, 
will point to the good wages paid to 
hou sehold servants, and will cite the 
fact that tru stworthy servants are al­ 
ways in demand. 
Many women will 
give these facts as the excu se for re- 
so he has to do the holding u p himself fu sing to aid in any movement for bet- 
tand another boy is obtained, and the 
first you ngster drifts into the second 
•rank " of performers. It may bo that 
Ibis strength develops u nder the exer­ 
cise to which he has been su bjected so 
that in a few years he is strong enou gh 
to hold u p the other two, and in that 
case lie is a leading performer. 
Bu t it 
is a hard life. Every day in the seasou 
the mu st perform in the ring. 
He has 
to throw dou ble somersau lts, leap over 


tering the condition of work ing-girls, 
do laring their inability to sympathize 
with those who refu se honest, well-paid 
work . Ab the facts cannot be dispu ted, 
there mu st be some reason for them. 
And, perhaps, if women will stu dy 
carefu lly tho manner in which they 
treat tlieir servants a little light wiil 
dawn u pon them. 
Let them for a mo­ 
ment pu t themselves in the servant’s 
place and be compelled to work and 
tho back s of horses, and perform other 
j eat in the k itchen and sleep in poorly ; 
bladder. 
feats which soon break a man u p. 
All 
these flying leaps are tak en from a 
spring-board. 
The performer 
ru ns 
down the board for 
a distance of 
twenty or twenty-five feet as fast as he 
can till he strik es a spring in the plank , 
then he tak es the leap. 
This is the 
hardest work a performer has to do. 
The ru nning and the leaping soon in­ 
ju re his feet. 
His ank les are in danger 
•of being sprained, and if he hu rts his 
k nee-pan, which he may do at any 
time, he’s got to retire forever from 
that k ind of work . Bu t even shou ld 
no accident befall him, it’s only a qu es­ 
tion of a few years when, with the best 
of care, liis feet and ank les become 
stiff, they lose all the elastic spring, 
and you r tu mbler mu st qu it and go 
into another line of bu siness. 
“Two things are left for him to do. 
He may become an ‘object-bolder,’that 
is, a man who stands on one side of tho 
Ting in a circu s and holds u p a paper 
lioop for the performer on the horse to 
ju mp throu gh. You might think this 
an easy matter to do, bu t it is not. 
Everything depends on tho k eenness of 
the eye and the ju dgment of the man 
who performs this hu mble work . 
The 
hoop mu st be lowered at precisely the 
xight time, otherwise the act is not a 
au ccess. 
Only an experienced ring- 
performer can do this property, so you r 
worn-ou t tu mbler either holds objects 


ventilated rooms, and they will u nder­ 
stand one of the chief reasons why 
girls will work ten hou rs in a factory 
or bend over tho needle half as mu ch 
more time, earning barely enou gh to 
k eep body and sou l together, before 
they will enter domestic service. 
The servant girl in the city is treated 
mu ch as the farm hand is in the cou n­ 
try. The one is confined to the k itchen 
all day, and if any other qu arters are 
accorded her they are most probably 
o 
garret at the top of the hou se, while 
the other is banished to the field or the 
barn in the daytime, and is considered 
lu ck y if lie is allowed to sit by tho 
k itchen fire in the chill winter even­ 
ings. 
And yet hou sewives wonder 
why all the bright, qu ick girls go into 
factories and shops, and farmers marvel 
why the smart boys prefer trades and 
clerk ships to work ing on the farm. 
If 
domestic service is shu nned the hou se­ 
wives are largely responsible for it be­ 
ing so. 
Let some of the women who 
see in the granting of the ballot the 
best means for bettering the condition 
of their sex, and who are endeavoring 
to create a sentimeu t in favor of female 
su ffrage, or are striving over some im­ 
practicable 
scheme 
for 
widening 
woman’s sphere, ask themselves if they 
wou ld not be laboring more to the pu r­ 
pose by devoting less space to parlors 
and gu ests’ chambers and more to let-

denly the measured beat of drums wa» 
faintly heard. 
“ She is coming. 
Tho 
queen is coming,” the cry went through 
the town, and several thousand men, 
women and children lined the bank of 
the broad Zambesi and gazed down tho 
watery expanse.

drums grew louder and soon the roy al 
Ixirge and the attending fleet caino into 
view.

pavilion mads of gaudily 
colored native mats sat the queen in full 
view of her subjects.

IU Health of Army Horses. 
Statistics of the horses of the French 
cavalry show a loss by death of nearly 
3 ,0 0 0 horses a y ear, entailing an annual 
money loss of $1,000,000. 
One cause, 
and one quite unexpected until lately , of 
the ill health of the army horses has been 
discovered, and has been treated of in a 
pamphlet by Lieut. Col. Ilennebert, of 
the French army . 
IIo say s tliat the horses generally 
showed an aversion to their stables, and 
a mark ed unwillingness to enter them, 
even when they had been wearied by 
w-ork or drill. 
W hat could have caused 
the horses to have such a revulsion for 
their stables? 
The cause was found at last, Col. Ilen­ 
nebert say s, in the fact that the stalls, 
which are made to slant back ward, give 
pain and distress, and often, as a conse­ 
quence, disease to the horses. Often this 
incline back ward is made quite sharp. 
Now, a ¡xisition upon an inclined plane 
k eeps certain muscles of tho horse’s back 
and legs drawn constantly . 
The aniuud endeavors to find a level 
place to stand ujxin to relievo this strain, 
and goes Rack as far as he can. 
This 
habit Die hostler regards as a “ vice,” and 
often strik es the horse to euro him of it. 
Ropes and chains are stretched across the 
back of the stall to keep the animal from 
back ing out, and ho is left there to an 
ever increasing misery. 
In England experiments have been 
made which prove that the horse is bet­ 
ter able to bear fatigue if he is kept in a 
stall with a perfectly level floor, and 
sloping stalls are going out of use.— 
Youth’s Companion.
